A RESOLUTION To honor and commend Walter Brooks for his
contributions to the St. Peter Missionary Baptist
Church.

WHEREAS, Walter Brooks is most assuredly one such individual who is clearly

exceptional man he is today; in his youth, he attended Booker T. Washington High School; and

September 22, 1931; and

WHEREAS, In 1939, he was fortunate to marry Inez Owens and, together, on the
foundation of love and faith they built a remarkable family; their daughter Barbara Brooks and
her husband the late Mose Walker blessed the Brooks with three grandsons, the late Barry
Walker, Toney Walker, and Jeffery Walker; and nine great-grandchildren, who increased the joy
of their lives with great-great-grandchildren; Inez Brooks was able to see her family grow to five
generations before she passed away; and

WHEREAS, A faithful and devout member of the St. Peter Missionary Baptist Church,
Walter Brooks was made a Trustee in 1936, crowned a Deacon in 1938, elected as Chairman of
the Deacon Board in 1958, and chosen to serve as Church Clerk in 1942; for fifty-eight years he
has diligently reported the proceedings of the church; and

WHEREAS, Mr. Brooks is the only remaining charter member of the St. Peter Missionary
Baptist Church, and, in sixty-four years he has missed only two Sundays; and

WHEREAS, He is wholly committed to the noble precepts of public service that have
earned Tennessee recognition as the “Volunteer State”; and

WHEREAS, Walter Brooks is an inspiration to his family, church, and his community; his
life of service and goodwill stands as a testament of his faith in God; and
